(a)  DEFECTIVE  VISION. 


All  cases  of  Defective  V  lsion,  including  Squint,  found  at  the  Routine 
Inspection,  were  referred  to  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  for  further  examina¬ 
tion,  as  were  also  some  cases  discovered  in  other  ways.  During  the  course

(b)  TONSILS  AND  ADENOIDS.

He  advised  surgical  interference  in  194  cases,  and  of  these  165  were 
operated  upon  by  him.  The  results  are  very  satisfactory.
